Howanrp, shielded by the broad 
mantle of charit¥, passed safely throughout Europe, and was 
everywhere received with attention and respect; anda ‘Fem- 
perance Agent would be received in the same manner, and 
meet with as great success. Some of the highest officers of 
the government in Great Britain, both of Church and State, 
are active promoters of the Temperance reformation, among 
whom are the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Bishop of Lon- 
don, the Lord Chancellor, Mr. O'Connell, and other distin- 
guished individuals. Through these it would be easy to pro- 
ctire an introduction to the heads of the nation, and to re- 
ceive letters to their ambassadors in the .different courts of 
Europe, instructing them to afford the agent every facility 
in the accomplishment of his great object.

All appears to be ready fora 
decided and successful effort to throw off the chain of men- 
tal bondage with which Europe has so long been bound. 
Let Temperance Societies be formed among the people, 
and they will prepare the way for the use of other means. 
The work will be gradual, but it will be sure. All Europe 
seems to be struggling to throw off the chains of a thousand 
years ; but every effort as yet seems only to bind them more 
fast. The reason is, the common people cannot govern 
themselves, and without their assistance a free government 
cannot exist. They want something just like our Tempe- 
rance Societies to teach them the rudiments of the art of 
self-government; where they may be voluntarily bound by 
laws of their own making. These would be to them the 
infant schools of republicanism, and would prepare a way 
better than any rail-road for the march of civil liberty. As 
citizens of New England, as Protestants, as Christians, as 
Republicans, we are bound to do this for Europe and the 
world. Let the agent be well supported from this country, 
and they will then feel that we are disinterested in our ef- 
forts ; 3 or 4000 dollars will do the work. Then will the 
blessings which have already succeeded our efforts in this 
country, roll through Europe, and through the world.

MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


The 30th annual meoting wat held in the Federal Street 
Baptist Meeting-House on Wednesday evening. ‘The busi- 
néss of the Society was conmmonced With prayer by the ven- 
erable and Rev. Joseph ,of Newton. The annual 
Report of the Board was preserted and read by the Secreta- 
ry, Rev. William Leverett. : Bs 

The Report pays a deserved tribute to the original found- 
ers of this jety. They were men of God, deeply imbued 
with the spirit of the gee. and supremely devoted to the 
welfare of mankind. 14 winisters, whose names were 
first enrolled with the commencement of the Society, two 
only survive. But little had then been done for Missions, and 
we had no religious news to make known the moral 
wretchedness of the heathen. Since its formation, more 
than $60,000 had been expended in spreading the gospel. 
By its instrumentality, hundreds of feeble churches have 
been revived and enlarged,—other hundreds have been gath- 
ered,—and thousands of souls are believed to have been 
brought under the saving influence of the gospel. Since the 
last annual meeting, the Board have egpengetted Se the 
support of preaching in destitute places, $959, and the most 
satisfactory evidence is afforded, that these appropriations have 
proved caletary. In the past year, 13 Missionaries have re- 
ceived appointments. Rev. Peter Chase has laboured in the 
northern part of Vermont; and Rev. William Sedwick in 
Ohio. His efforts to originate and sustain Missionary, Tract, 
and ‘Temperance Societies have been blest. He has distribu- 
ted many valuable Tracts, preached and heard 254 sermons, 
and visited many families. His congregations have increased 
where he has preached, and he has baptized 60 persons in 
his service as Missionary this year. $50 have been ap- 
propriated to snstain the Rev. Mr. Logan, on what is called 
the Military Tract in Hlinois, and the Board have felt much 
interest in udvancing the objects of the American Bap. Home 
Miss. Society. Rev. John M. Peck and Rev. Mr. Loomis 
have also very acceptably served this Society as Missiona- 
ries ia the West, and their labours have been blest. There 
can be no doubt but an able ministry in the new States 
would speedily and effectually counteract the pernicious er- 
rors which have rent the churches, could such men be set- 
tled and supported amongst them. 

The whole amount paid by this Society to Missionaries 
for preaching, and to feeble churéhes, Kc. 1s $1,335. 

After the reading of the Report by the Secretary, Rev. Mr. 
Warxr,of Brookline, moved its acceptance, and spoke as 
follows :— 

Mr, Chairman,—In rising to move the acceptance of the Re- 
port which we have just heard, allow me to beg your indulgence 
and that of this meeting, while | make afew remarks in support 
of my motion. Mention is made inthe Report of the recent 
formation of the American Baptiet Home Missionary Society in 
the city of New-York, and of the probability that the formation 
of that Society may result, if not in the extinction of this, yet 
in the merging of our operations in the more extensive ones of 
the new Society. 1 am gratified, sir, to perceive the tone of 
friendship which breathes in our Report towards the Ameri- 
can Baptist Home Missionary Society, because I know it tobe 
the expression of the very sentiment which animates the Board 
of this Society towards it. Let no one suppose that these are 
are rival institutions; they are allies, coadjutors, relatives; for 
this Seciety claims the proud distinction of standing in the re- 
lation of a Parent to that. Shall this Society then lie under 
the imputation of being a felo de se,aself destroyer? Yes, 
sir, in just such a sense as the Pelican which bleeds its own 
breast for the nurture of its brood, or the aged Phenix, which 
is fabled to have applied a torch to its own nest, that a young 
and vigorous bird might rise from its ashes. I venerate such 
instances of self sacrifice; they are the imitations of that 
Morning Ster of the Christian day, who said of the dawnin 
glories of the Sun of Righteousness, ‘‘ He must increase, but 
must decrease.” 

The formation of the American Baptist Home Missionary 
Society, moreover, is not only to be approved as a wise and no- 
ble measure, but justified as a necessary one. The objects 
which we hold in view could not be accomplished, except by 
the combined energies of the whole denomination, and to enlist 
these in the cause the existence of a General Society was in- 
dispensable. An obstacle of no trifling magnitude in the way of 
enlisting these energies in this Society (the Massachusetts 
Missionary Society) was its name; not that | mean that any 
prejudice against Slccsnchenette exists in the minds of our bre- 


| thren elsewhere ; but that the style and title of this Society 


was likely to mislead them as to the objects which it held in 
view, and therefore to prevent the clustering of their forees 
around it. ‘To persons at a distance the Massachusetts Mis- 
sionary Society would naturally appear to be a Missionary So- 
ciety for Massachusetts, But this is. not the case ;—it is a So- 
ciety of Massachusetts, but not only or principally for Massa- 
chusetts. It comprehends, in the wide embrace of its regards, 
the whole Union and all its territories. Itowes its name to 
the fact, that at the period of its formation nearly all the light 
which our deaomination throughout the Union, possessed as to 
the duty of evangelizing the world, was fouad in Massachveetts : 
here the Society originated; and as might be expected, it took 
its name from its birth place. But ite name has operated to is6 
disadvantage ; ithas been classed with other societies, rrore | 
sectional in thetr character and objects, from the fact, that, like 
them, it bears a sectiona] name,aad the whole denomination 
have never rallied areund it. : 

Another reason why the formation of a genera] Society was 
necessary, is, that the field proposed to be cultivated is too 
extensive tobe tilled by the Massachusetts Missionary Soci- 
ety. Weall admire the sublime exhortation of Carey,—* At- 
! But there ts a limit 
of human power, a ne plus ulfra te the power of societies, as 
well as of individuals: and while this Society merits the 
praise of contemplating an object which by its magnitude 
should be sure to tax to its utmost limit their effort to accom- 
phish, it must not excite our surprise that it did not perform 
impossibilities. J.etus pause a moment, sir. and survey the 


| geographical limits and woral condition of the field, and we 


shall see the impossibility of its cultivation | a sectional So- 
ciety. Massachusetts itself contains not far from 50 destitute 
churches of our denomination, to say not a word of desert pla- 
ces, or plantations of nightshade and hemlock, even in this gar- 
den of the Lord. Vermont, New-Hampshire, and Maine con- 
tain probably their hundreds of churches in a similar state of 
destitution, besides a much larger number of places, whose in- 
habitants know not their right hand from theirleft. To pass 
over the remainder of New-England, and also all the Middle 
States,where in truth there is very much land to be possessed, let 
us turn our eyes to Virginia. Here is found error of the most 
dangerous character, because mingled with enough of truth to 
almost insure its reception. A positive institution is exalted 
to the place of a saving ordinance, and the renovation of the 
soul as a pre-requisite for heaven, is sonenee for the baptism 
of the body. Here too, we find positive and organized opposi- 
tion to the Missionary enterprise ; and Goliath of Gath defies 
tne armies of the God of Missions. Let us pass farther 
southward. Of the moral darkness of North Carolina I could 
speak at length, were it proper, having lived some years in the 
midst of it. Suffice it to say that of 272 churches of our denom- 
ination in that state, only 2 or at most 3 even profess to support 
the ministry of the gospel among them. The whole number 
of Ministers in the State, is 139, and these all, except 3 or 4, 
aro preaching planters, whose tim@ is much given to secular 
business, and who, of course cangot find leisure to re 
“beaten oil for tne sanctuary ;” so that in this State alone, are 
270 churches destitute of an efficient ministry of the word.— 
This darkness exists in the churches of Christ, which are profes- 
sediy the light of the world. 

But [ must not detain you with particulars ; let me turn your 
attention to the Valley of the Mississippi. Here is a territo- 
ry sufficient in extent to form 30 States, each of the size of New 
York ;—a region extending from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico, 
and from the Alleghany to the Rocky Mountains. Had this 
been the only ground which the Massachusetts Missionary So- 
ciety propose to occupy, a moment's reflection would convince 
us that with the slender means they could command, they 
could never cultivate it: how mach less when we add to it the 
pressing calls of New-England and the Middle and Southern 
States. Yet this Society contemplated supplying the deficien- 
cy of the East, and the destitution of the West; enlightening 
the darkness and subduing the prejudices of the South ; in one 
word, evangelizing the whole | God, I trust, has accepted 
the purpose, as he did David’s to build him a hotse ; but has 
committed to the child of this Society ,as he did to David's, the 
accomplishment of the object. 

I will only detain this meeting, sir, while I allude to one 
other reason whence arises the necessity for the formation of 
the American Baptist Home Missionary Society ,and that is, the 
magnitude of the whole field of Missionary Iabour. ‘“ The 
field is THE WORLD.” Ido not forget, sir, where I stand ; 
I am not ignorant that many who hear me, listened with breath- 
less interest and unutterable sensations to the demonstration of 
“the moral dignity of the Missionary enterprise” in this city, 
and ali who hear me have read its spirit-stirring pages. 1 will 
not venture to utter a syllable on the Missionary subject in 
connexiun with the z have quoted, for “‘ What can the 
man do, who cometh after the king ?” I quoted it merely for 
the purpose of bringing into view the extent of the field. But 
I will circumscribe it a little, confining my attention to those 
portions which we, as a denomination, at present occupy, and 
those, which are entirely unoccupied, a which, therefore, 
are fair fields for our benevolent enterprise, without rag ae 
ourselves to the suspicion of using “ another man’s line of 
things made ready to our hand,” rmah with its 10 millions 
of inhabitants, so far from bein supplied with the bread of 
life, has only yet tasted it; and the Missionaries are constrain- 
ed to hear thousands crying for it and to see them dropping in- 
to the grave without it because they have it not tu impart. Af- 
rica, though on its western coast one of the nominal Mission- 
ary stations of our denomination, is at present, through the pia- 
scrutible providence of Heaven, unoccupied ; but b unoc- 
cupiec, is not abandoned. Among the aboriginal inhabitants 
of this vast continent, scattered over millions of square miles, 
there are only about some half- a Missionary stations which 
we maintain. Add now to these the places unoccupied—the 
kingdom of Siam with its millions, the empire of China with 
its hundreds of millions, the islands of Japan with their ua- 
known myriads of inhabitants, and their prohibitions of access 
to religion, as efficient hitherto as the brazen gates of ancient 
Babylon. 

Now, sir, how many Missionaries will be necessary to evan- 
gelize these nations? And how many thousands, yea millions 
of dollars are necessary to educate them, and fit them out. and 
maintain them? And where shall we fiod the wen and the 
money? Some zealous spirit, Ike Caleb and Joshua, may say, 
“ Let us go up, for we are able to possess the land.” Far be it 
from me to repress this holy ambition, or to underrate our 
ability, I well know that as a body we are not half alive to this 





jor ge and that comparatively very few Christians among vs, 
make sacrfices for the Lotd’s catisé j 1 do believe tilat it is tlle 
hounden duty of every one to make them, and lL know that if 
every one should do his duty in this matter; the treasuries © 

bene voleut societies (with their present ores of operation 
will not be exhausted, nor societies in debt to their treasurers, 
nor the presses of the ‘Tract Society suspend their operations 

nor youth burning with zeal and_qualified by thé possession of 
talent held back from preaching the gospel, or forced to preactr 
it under disadvan cause our funds arg exhausted and we 
have not wherewith to aid them in acquiring the requisite 
knowledge. ButI do also believe that were evéry one to do 
his duty, the field { have described, is larger tha we could cifl- 
tivate. What then isto be done? Sir, we must incréase our 
resourcea; we must till more systematically every imch of 
round now under cultare, and subject more land to the plough. 
To speak without a figure, our charches must be multiplied, and 
must flow westward with the tide of population ; the darkness 
which covers some portions of the land must be dispelled, the 
prejudices of the churches subdued, and the strong holds of er- 
ror assailed. These things can be accomplished only by a 
multiplication, beyond what most of us have ever ima Ae 
able, faithful, intelligent, zealous Missionrries at home.— 
These must go everywhere through the land in the length of it 
and in the breadth of it ans the word and distributing 
tracts, and scattering light, and instilling right principles, and 
wherever they lift the standard of the cross, ond ques two or 
three converts together, address them as Paul did his Coriothi- 
an brethren: ‘Having hope that when your faith is increased 
we shall be enlarged i* you according to our rule, abundantly 
to preach the gospel in the regions beyond you.” Itis from this 
multiplication of churches that sources of revenue to the Board 
of Foreign Missions shall be ned to enable them to obey 
the injunction of their ascending Lord, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every crealure.”” Now, sir, | 
have only one question to ask: Can any thing short of a com- 
bination of the whole energies of the denomination furnish 
such an amount of Home Missionary Jabour as shall secure 
these results? There can be’but one answer. ‘Then it was 
necessary that these energies should be combined ; but the 
American Baptist Home Missionary Society is designed and 
adapted to combine them : therefore the formation of that Soci- 
ely was necessary, 

tev. Mr. Bascocx, of Salem, followed Mr. Warne. He 
remarked that the Apostle exhorts to ‘Consider one anoth- 
er, to provoke unto love and good works :’ and it is my aim, 
said he, to provoke this Society,—if I can move them in 
no other way,—not to wrath, but to the Christian exercise 
of beneficence. To do this, | would wish to lead them to 
consider the doings of another Society for a similar object — 
the American Home Missionary Socicty. It was organized in 
1426, and embraces the Evangelical Congregational Church- 
es of New England, with a portion of the Presbyterians of 
the Middle and Western States, as its contributors. And it 
dispenses its favors in all parts of our country. The num- 
ber of contributors is not greater, nor their means more am- 
ple, than is to be found among the Baptist Churches of | 
these United States. | 
Now I cannot think of any thing more provoking,—] | 
mean in the sense already explained,—than to hold up, side 
by side with our own meagre contributions, and feeble ef- 
forts, a summary of what that society have done. 

“The whole number of Missionaries employed during the 
year, is 501, and the number of congregations and mission- 
ary districts aided in their support, 745. They have proba- 
bly preached the gospel to more than 700,000 people, to a} 
large portion of whom their ministry has been constant.— 
The amount of labor perforined is 361 years and five months. 
“Notwithstanding the studied economy of the committee, 
the increase of missionaries has required a corresponding 
increase of expense. The amount actually paid oe the 
treasury the past year is $52,808 39, being 5550 79 more 
than the expenses of the preceding year. This amount, | 
distributed among Missionaries, gives only the average of | 
$103 to each.” 

Will any one begin selfishly to reason—‘ Why, this is a 
great sum of money to be given away ,—given to persons we 
have never seen ; and given for what 2’ : 
Let the answer be given, in the words of their Report : 
“There is probably not one of the whole number of Mis- 
sionaries who has not been the instrument of originating or 
keeping alive one Sabbath school. The whole number o 
children and adults thus instructed under the care of these 
Missionaries probably é¢xceeds 30,000. Bible classes have 
been gathered, almost without exception. More than 7000 | 
have probably been thus instructed. ‘The cause of 7emper- 
ance is promoted, and societies are formed, in most of the 
congregations. Subscribers to total abstinence have been 
probably more than 60,000 enrolled. Bible and. Tract dis- 
tribution has been carried on. But all these are only pre- 
parations fur doing good. The result for which itis all d ne, 
is, ‘the grace of God that bringeth sarvarion !’ One hun- 
dred and eighty seven of the churches reported, have been 
blest with special revivals of religion, resulting in the lope- 
ful.conversion of more than 8000 souls. The whole number 
of hopeful conversions reported by the Missionaries, is 9,257, 
of whom 6,033 have been added to the churches. Whole 
number added to the churches the past year, 7,389, The 
probable number of conversions is more than 10,000, 

“Sinee its organization, in 1326, this Society has tecured 
to congregations and districts, which must otherwise have 
been destitute, in whole or part, of a preached gosp:1, 1359 
years of ministerial labor, and added to the churchys 15,089 
souls. More than 20,000 have probably been converted un- 
der their ministry.” 

A speaker said, on moving the acceptance of this report, 
“Suppose we had a place capable of holding the 10,000 per- 
sons redeemed by this Society during the year. With what 
emotions would they be addressed. How should we listen 
to the ‘new song’ bursting from 10,000 hearts. Suppose 
we had been there.—But we must see them * * * * *. 

‘Now what are our obligations, and how far do we com- 
paratively’comply with them. ‘The requisition is,--‘ Preach 
the gospel to every creature,’ baptizing those who are disci- 
pled ow if they go and preach, and we do not, they 
manifestly perform a part, and a principal part of their duty, 
and we neglect the principal part, yea, both parts of ours. 

It is not to the rivalry of opposing sects, I would ‘pro- 
voke,’ but to the holy emulation of so bright and successful 
an example. 

Rev. Mr. Goixe made seme observations on the contem- 
ereet Mission to the West, so favourably alluded to in the 

ev. Mr. Leverett’s Report. We hoped the kind feelings 
which were apparent would be followed by substantial pe- 
cuniary favours, and that means will be adopted to make a 
more equal distribution of ministerial talent. What, said he, 
would be the effect, should all the ministers in New-England 
remove to the West? But even this would not give to the 
Valley of the Mississippi, its proportion of minisiers in the 
other States, compared with the wants and extent of this 
extensive Valley. But, continued Mr. Going, we «lo not ask 
this ; we only ask an approximation to a fair averege. 








MASSACHUSETTS SABBATH SCHOOL UNION. 


The seventh and last anniversary of this Union was cele- 
brated at the Baptist Meeting-house in Federal-Street, on 
Thursday afternoon. Hon. Wa. Reep presided. Af- 
ter Prayer by Rev. Dr. Fay, of Charlestown, tne proceed- 
ings of the Annual meeting on Tuesday, dissolving the 
Union, were read by Rev. Mr. Hacur. Rev. Artiemas But- 
LARD, the late Secretary, then read the Annual Report of the 
Board of Managers, which was an exceedingly interesting 
and encouraging document, of which an abstract will be 
given next week. On motion of Rev. Asa Burrarp, Sec- 
retary of the Maine 8. 8. School Union, seconded by Hon. 
Wa. B. Banister, it was 


Resolved, That the Report which has now been re1d, be ac- 
cepted, aad circulated under the direction of the Board of Man- 
agers. 

Mr. Bullard in bis remarks, alluded particularly to the as- 
tonishing and wicked incredulity which bas been so prevalent 
among Christians respecting the conversion of little children. 
The facts which have occurred recently in Sabbath Schools 
in many places, fully prove that God is able to convert chil- 
dren of 3 or 4 years old, aud that he will do it if their pa- 
rents and teachers faithfully do their duty. He related sev- 
eral anecdotes respecting the blessing of God on Sabbath 
School instruction in Maine, and said + Ee a great and increas- 
ing interest was felt in that State in their Behalf especially 
since the resolutiou had been adopted to establish one in ev- 
ery town and district in the State where practicable and ex- 
peas within 18 months. ‘The work was in a fair way to 

accomplished. 

Mr. Banister spoke of the importance of a more general 
attention to the Sabbath school concert for prayer, on the 
second pares | ineach month. It was not intended for 
teachers merely, but for ministers, and parents, and eyer 
one who feels interested for the suceess of the Redeemer's 
kingdom. He also alluded to the facts in the report respect- 
ing the numerous conversions among those connected with 


Sabbatn schools, and that from these were nearly all the 
young cenverts which had been added io the churches dur- 
Ing past year. In connection with this he e of the 


duty of parents and teachers to exert themselves to bring all 
the children of a proper age into these nurseries of piety. 


On Motion of Rev. Mr. Grosvenor, of Salem, seconded 
by Rev. Mr. Wann, of Brookline, it was 

Resolved. That the evident blessing of God on the Sabbath 
schools in this Commonwealth during the past year should ex- 
cite in all our hearts the most lively gratitade to Him. 

Mr. Grosvenor said he was ased that ee com- 
menced with an expression of gratitade to - “ Phe 
Lord hath done great things for us whereof we are glad.” 
‘This was a proper beginning. He did not offer the resolu- 
tion as a mere form, but as an expression of the real feelings, 
he hoped of all present. Gratitude is not a mere ive 
emotion, but it is active, and always prompts to increased of: 
fort in the cause of the benefactor. This is the feeling which 
should be excited by the facts which the resolution alluded 
to. He noticed several of the inducements which should 





cause our gratitude to God, and urge us forward to far greater 


efforts in his service the coming year, than have ever before 
beon, put forth. 

Br: Warne observed that hie consideted the tesbtutioti ts 
an set of worship, and it was that it should be offered 
aw ath. He presumed that no one who had heed the re- 
port read was unprepared to adopt it di such. He had re- 
ceived an impulse in favour of the ¢atise frotm hearing the 
fuets which the resolution alluded to, which he had hever be- 
fore felt, though he had for years beon engaged as @ Sabbath 
school teaclrer. 

On atotion of Rev, Mr. Visttex, of Starbridge, seconded by 
Rev. Mr. Hot-Aovn; of South Carobine, t-was 

_ Resolved, That the Providence of God enils upon every phi- 
latithropist and Christian to make efficient ysertions to form 
Kabits of syste matical beaevolent religious effort among the ris- 
img geverati on. 

r. Fisher remarked that the resolution 804 che 
existence of a Providence, which overraled all events. That 
Providencé now calls on every philanthropist, every Cliris- 
tian, every persont who has an influence on the minds of 
the rising generdtion; to improve the nt time in mak- 
ing the right kind of tfpression on them: for those who 
determine the character of those who are now children, 
will in a great measure determine the character of all future 
generations. The state of things in all parts of the world 
show that great changes are to take place tooh. All the 
world is in action. * The next generauon will probably de- 
cide what shall be the character of that change. It is very 
important that this change should be fur the better, and 
not for the worse. Great exertions are everywhere making 
to promote mental culture, and this is well: but it should 
be connected with moral culture ; and there is no institution 
better calculated to provide this culture than the Sabbath 
School. Children are here taught to receive the Bible as 
the word ,of God. To believe it to be such, and to act 
upon the belicf. They should be taught to labor systemat- 
ically for every benevolent object. 

Mr. Holroyd said the same spirit which seems to ac- 
tuate the friends of Sabbath Schools here, was felt at 
the South, where he resided. They had not had so much 
experience, nor been so long engaged in the work: but 
they had recently taken hold of it with renewed vigor. It 
was a subject which was well calculated to interest tlic 
benevolent of every party, in the East, the West, the North, 
the South. 

On motion of Rey. Dr. Epwarps, seconded by Rev. Pr. 
Fay, it was 

Resolved, That the history of Sabbath School operations, 
during the past year should lead all teachers assiduously to cul- 
tivate in themselves and their scholars more implicit confide nce 
in God, and a deeper sense of the obligations which urge to 
entire consecration to the service of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Dr. Edwards said there was but one point in the resolii- 
tion that he wished to touch upon, and that was the duty 
of entire consecration to God. It was not only the duty 
but _the privilege of all now and forever to consecrate them- 
selves, their time, their money, all to his service. Though 
this Union seems to be divided, it need not prevent out 
unitedly and entirely consecrating ourselves to the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and being anited in the holiest and happiest 
of employments and enjoyments. This Union divided! No. 
Is Christdivided? No. The Unionis not divided, but doub’+d. 
—doubled that we may double our exertions in the service of 
our Master,—doubled that we may do twice as much as we 
have heretofore been able to do. | 
After she passage of the above resolution, the respected 
President addressed a few words to the meeting, in refer- 
ence to the fact that this was the last united anniversary at 
which he should have the honor to preside. He urged all 
to increased exertions in the performance of their solemn 
and responsible duties ; to recollect past errors only to cor- 
rect them, and what had been good as an excitement to 
greater efforts to do better in future,

‘The noise they 
make when browsing op the trees, may be heard at a 
great distance. ‘The tartars themselves are loss ces- 
tructive then those little insects. One would imagine 
that fire followed their progress. Wherever their 
myriads spread, verdure disappears; trees and plants, 
stripped of their leaves, give the appearance of win- 
ter to the spring. When clouds of them take their 
flight, the heavens are, literally, obscured. 

“Thus infidelity gives testimony to the truths of 
Scripture history aud prophecy. 

The locust has a sharp and venomous sting; and 
when any person is stung, he is immediately seized 
with a eald trembling over his whole body. A trav- 
eller says, “At night they were four inches thick on the 
ground, and the horses would not cape without 
lashing. When thus trod to pieces their stench is in- 
tolerable. They destroy trees for two years,so that 
the people of Ethiopia are sometimes compelled to sell 
themselves and children for sustenance. 

They go forth in bands, accompanied by their lead- 
ers. This subject deserves particular attention, by all 
who would understand the divine judgments upon 
Pharaoh, and threatened in the prophets,as in Joel, 
and others.’

THE LOCUST. 

The locust isan insect, from three to six inches in 
length, furnished with two pair of wings. In our cli-| 
mate, it appears little different from a large grasshop- | 
per. In the eastern world, especially in dry countries, 
they are very uimnerous. 

The common brown locusts may be from two to 
three inches long. ‘The back is defended by a shield 
ofa green colour under its wings, Vheir eggs are 
sometimes buried in the ground, and it is said, are 
hatehed in the climate of New Jersey, once in 19 years. 
They are eaten by the Arabs,and considered a deli- 
cate dish. . They multiply, probably beyond any an- 
imal known, iv the countries where they abound. 

They are also extremely voracious. A paradise be- 
fore thei is a desvlation,and not a green thing is left 
behind them, wherever they alight to feed. When 
moving from one country to another they darken the 
sun #0 a8 to require candies for light in the houses. 
They form many compact bodies, or swarms, of sev-

In deseribing the awful appearan- 
ces of nature, be gladly avails himself of those magic | 
terrors with whieh ignorance and superstition have | 
surrout.ded them: for though the light of reason dis- 
pels these shades, they answer the highest parpose of 
the poot, in awakening the passions. It is the delight 
of poetiy to combine and associate ; of philosophy to } 
separate and distinguish. The resembles a skil- | 
ful anaterpisi, who lays open cvery thing that occurs, | 
and examines the smallest particulars of its make ; 
the oiher a judicious painter, who conceals what 
would offend the eye, and embellishes every subject 
he undertakes to represent: the same object therefore, | 
which has engaged the investigating powers of the | 
philosopher, takes a very different appearance from 
the forming hand of the poet, who adds every grace | 
of colouring, and artfully hides the nakedness of the | 
ipward structure under all the agreéable foldings of 
elegance and beauty. In philosophical discussions, | 
the end of which is to explain, every part ought to be | 
But works 
of imagination never exert a more powerful influence 
than wlien the author has contrived to throw over 
them a shade of darkness and doubt. The reason | 
of this isobvious: the evils we but imperfectly discern 
seem to hid defiance to caution; they affect the mind | 
with a fearful anxiety, and by presenting no limits, the 
imagination easily conceives them boundless. These 
species of composition differ still farther with respect 
to the situation of mind requisite to prodtice them.— 
Poetry is the off<pring of a mind heated to an uncom- 
mon degree; itis a kind of spirit thrown off in the 
effervescence of the agitated feeling. But the utmost 
calmness and composure are essential to philosophical 
inquiry: novelty, surprise, and astonishment kindle in 
the bosom the fire of poetry; while philosophy is 
reared up by cool and long continued effort.

Ardent spirit is not nourishing. Jt is evident on 
reflection, and demonstrable in science, that nothing 
san be nutritive, which is not converted into blood, 


stitutes muscle, bone and nerve. But it isdemonstra- 
ble that alcohol is never converted into blood—the 
blood vessels refuse to receive it except as a way pas- 
senger. It mingles with the blood, it is granted, but 
does not become blood, or at all change its form. It 
is alcohol still, and does not incorporate with the 
bone and muscle of the body. The proof is, that 
blood drawn fom the vein of a drunkard, on being 
distilled, yields pure alcohol. Heuce ardeut spirit does 
not ard cannot nourish the system: 

Ardent spirit does not confer strength—that is, per- 
manent strength. There are two ways in which 
strength for a given time is acquired; by nourishment 
and by stimulants. But ardent spirit does not noursh, 
as bas been shown. It can act, therefore, only as a 
stimulant. But stimulants do not add to the fountain 
of strength, they only open the gates’ a little wider, 
and withdraw the fountein sooner. A man has 
no greater store of strength afier taking his alcohol 
than before; consequently, if he put forth more |
